Anger over improvements 
plan for ‘black hole 1 busway

THE Luton Dunstable Busway has 
been labelled a ‘deep black hole’ 
following confirmation that Luton 
council was planning to use money 
from an £800,000 Government 
grant on the scheme. 

Cllr David Franks, leader of the 
Luton Liberal Democrats, said the 
latest plans were a ‘massive waste of 
taxpayers’ money’ and criticised the 
Luton Labour party’s handling of 
the project. 

Luton council said it was in the 
process of ‘obtaining costs and 
developing projects’ for improve¬ 


ments on the busway, which will 
include the creation of two new bus 
stops at an estimated cost of £100,000 
each, and ‘improvements’ to the 
shared pedestrian/cycle path which 
runs alongside the bus track. 

The planned bus stops will be near 
the path from Blows Down to Jeans 
Way and at the Chaul End Lane 
junction. 

The proposals were reviewed and 
approved by the Government in July 
2014, and construction is expected 
to begin in 2015-16. 

Cllr Frank’s criticism of the bus- 
way’s latest project follows com¬ 
ments by Cllr Dave Taylor last month 
that estimated passenger journeys 
for the busway’s first year had been 


‘embellished’ and ‘pumped up’. 

Cllr Taylor has since apologised for 
his remarks and said he ‘got it 
wrong’. 

However, the National Audit Office 
are looking at the matter after it was 
referred to them by MP Margaret 
Hodge, the chair of the Public 
Accounts Committee. 

Cllr Franks said: “Luton’s Labour 
Council must have a whole team of 
people dedicated to devising new 
things to go wrong with the Busway. 

“It is rapidly developing into a deep 
black hole into which taxpayers have 
to keep on dumping more and more 
money. We do not yet know the cost 
of constructing the Busway because 
they are still arguing with the 


contractor over the final figure yet 
they plan to spend another £800,000 
of taxpayers’ money to make it more 
accessible. 

“The project has cost at least £91m 
so far and is going to cost £400,000 a 
year for ‘maintenance and cleaning’. 

“But for the fact that it is a massive 
waste of taxpayers’ money you could 
call the whole thing laughable, I call 
Labour’s management of the scheme 
disgraceful.” 

Cllr Dave Taylor said: “We are very 
pleased to have obtained more 
money from the government for 
these improvements. 

“More bus stops to increase the 
convenience for the travelling pub¬ 
lic and an upgrade to the cycleway. 


“It is Cllr Franks’ Tory Lib Dem 
government that can see the merit of 
the busway project and we were 
pleased to welcome Lib Dem 
Transport Minister, Baroness Susan 
Kramer a few weeks ago to open 
another transport scheme in the 
town. 

“It is not often the Tories give 
money to Luton. 

“Would Cllr Franks have us just 
turn money away from the town?” 

A Luton council spokeswoman 
said the authority will now consult 
on the plans with ‘local residents, 
businesses, SUSTRANS and the 
Luton & Dunstable Cycle Forum’ 
before deciding on a ‘comprehensive 
list of improvements’.

Man tried to ‘clear the 
air’ with attack victim

A MAN on trial for attacking 
another man and leaving him 
with severe brain injuries has 
told a jury he had gone to ‘clear 
the air' with the victim when the 
incident happened. 

Henry Huggins, 48, has never 
regained consciousness 
14-months after being knocked 
out and then stamped on in a 
vicious attack on August 8, 2013, 
outside a block of flats at 
Whipperley Ring on the Farley 
Hill estate. 

James Early, 40, who lives on 
the estate, has pleaded not guilty 
to causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent to Mr Huggins, and 
assaulting him occasioning 
actual bodily harm. 

Mr Early had previously 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of 
inflicting grievous bodily harm 
on Mr Huggins, but that charge 
has been discontinued following 
legal arguments. 

Michael Speak, prosecuting, 
said only Mr Early was in the 
dock because another man 
involved in the attack, Stuart 
Docherty, had pleaded guilty to 
the attack. Docherty admitted 
stamping on Mr Huggins’ head 
after Mr Early had left the scene. 
He will be sentenced later. 

Mr Early told Luton Crown

Court on Friday that because of 
on-going problems between him 
and Mr Huggins, he didn’t want 
‘any trouble’ as his young 
children were due to visit him 
the day after the attack. 

He said: “I just wanted to make 
sure everything was going to be 
safe for me and the children. 

“I was going to say to him just 
let it go, get off my back and leave 
me alone. 

“I just wanted to sort out my 
problems with Henry” 

Mr Early said moments after 
approaching Mr Huggins in an 
outside communal courtyard, he 
was attacked by him. 

Benjamin Aina QC, defending, 
said: “Did you have the opportu¬ 
nity to speak to Henry and have 


this conversation with him?” 

Mr Early replied: “I tried to. I 
was by the door at the entrance 
to the flats. Henry came towards 
me through the front door. He 
tried to hit me straight away with 
a bag in his hand and a can.” 

He said during the incident he 
hit Mr Huggins three times in an 
attempt to ward him off. 

He then said Mr Huggins 
tripped backwards over a metal 
strip at the bottom of the door 
and ‘cracked his head on the 
floor’. Mr Early said he then went 
back to his own flat. 

The jury have been told Mr 
Huggins was a frequent visitor to 
the flats on Whipperley Ring and 
lived there for much of the time 
with his girlfriend. He had a dog 
called Soldier, which the court 
has been told could be trouble¬ 
some and aggressive. 

The court has heard it led to 
bad feeling arising between Mr 
Early and Henry Huggins in the 
weeks and months leading up to 
the alleged attack. 

The jury was told that in the 
period leading up to the attack 
Mr Early and Docherty had 
“contemplated” violence towards 
Mr Huggins. 

Mark Meah, a friend of Mr 
Huggins, who is black, told how 
Mr Early and Docherty would 
racially abuse him. 

The case continues. 


Former deputy crime tsar is referred to the IPCC 


THE former Deputy Police and 
Crime Commissioner for 
Bedfordshire has been referred 
to a police watchdog for allegedly 
getting involved in an on-going 
court case. 

The Bedfordshire Police and 
Crime Panel, which holds the 
PCC and his deputy to account, 
has decided that Tafheen Sharif 
should be referred to the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) for investi¬ 
gation over her actions involving 
a family member who was a 
witness in an attempted murder 


trial. 

Last month LoS reported that 
Ms Sharif had resigned from her 
role on July 30 after her boss, PCC 
Oily Martins, was made aware of 
the situation. 

A spokeswoman for the panel 
said: “It was felt that one or more 
offences may have been commit¬ 
ted and the decision was there¬ 
fore taken that it should be 
referred to the IPCC. 

“This does not mean that a con¬ 
clusion has been reached that 
any criminal offences have 
actually been committed.”

RISE IN DEBT WORRIES IN LUTON 

PEOPLE in the Luton area have 
seen an upsurge in debt worries 
over the last year. 563 people 
from the Luton postcode area 
sought advice from Stepchange 
Debt Charity over the first six 
months of this year, a rise of 23 
per cent from the 457 who asked 
over the same period last year. 
The average amount of debt 
amounted to £12,246. 

WOMAN, 81, ROBBED AT HOME 

AN 81-year old woman fell victim 
to a distraction burglary at her 
flat in Whipperley Ring on 
Tuesday. The incident happened 
at around 11.15am when the 
offender knocked on the victim’s 
door and said he was from the 
‘emergency council’ and the 
property was in danger of 
flooding. While the victim was 
on the phone, the offender took 
cards and cash and fled the 
scene. The offender is described 
as white, between 30 to 40 years 
old, 5’9” to 5’10” tall with a chub¬ 
by build, short brown hair and 
wore a dark beige jacket.

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Luton woman aims for 
top job with Lib Dems

A LUTON woman has received a 
boost in her campaign to become the 
new president of the Liberal 
Democrats after being backed by 
cabinet minister Simon Hughes MP. 

Linda Jack, of Furze Close has 
described the support from Mr 
Hughes, MP for Bermondsey and Old 
Southwark and Minister of State, as a 
‘coup’ for her campaign. 

Recently, the Lib Dem activist ran 
for the role of Police and Crime 
Commissioner for Bedfordshire. 

On her hopes of winning, Ms Jack 
said: “There’s still a big hurdle, I need 
200 nominations in order to stand. 

“However, having Simon backing 
me is a coup as he’s the biggest name

Ms Jack also ran for the Luton North 
Parliamentary seat in 2010 and is the 
candidate for Central Bedfordshire 
for next year’s general election. 

On why she should be the next party 


president, Ms Jack said: “We’re in a 
state at the moment, you just need to 
look at the polls. 

“The public have had enough of 
spin, they need someone who will be 
honest. 

“I also feel we’ve moved away from 
the core values, I want to bring the 
Liberal Democrats back to them.” 

On why Ms Jack deserves to be party 
president, Mr Hughes said: “Linda 
brings experience, she brings enthu¬ 
siasm and above all Linda brings an 
understanding of what radical, mod¬ 
ern Liberalism means because we 
need it to change Britain to be the sort 
of society that Liberals want it to be. 

“Liberal Democrats fight battles to 
make Britain different and Linda will 
help us have that direction in the next 
two years ahead.” 


Local Muslims say #notinmyname

A GROUP of Muslims in Luton have 
joined a national campaign which 
condemns the acts of ISIS extremists. 

The #notinmyname campaign was 
launched by Muslims in Luton at the 
Al-Hira Education Centre on Wednesday 
night, with a group standing against 
the extremist group. 

The campaign was adopted and start¬ 
ed in Luton by Dawood Masood, Head of 
Administration at the centre, who said: 
“I started the campaign locally after 
seeing the national campaign and it 
was well received at the launch last 
night by everyone there, including the 
council and police. 

“I decided to start it locally to speak 
out against ISIS and to show that we 
reject their ideology and they do not 
represent us as Muslims. 

“Last week we saw how extreme this 
group really are with the killing of 
humanitarian aid worker Alan Henning. 

“Alan lived and died for the innocent 
children of Syria and we honour his 


name and memory through this 
campaign. 

“We are committed Muslims and 
proud Lutonians who are insulted by 
the constant reference to these 
misguided individuals as ‘Islamic’ 
and therefore we are stating 
clearly and categorically that ISIS 


is not in our name.” 

On what the Luton campaign has 
planned for the future, Mr Masood 
added: “We’re trying to get people to 
use the hashtag on Twitter and to 
spread the message against ISIS. 

“They are not Islamic and they are not 
a state.”

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Heroin smuggler 
jailed for 21 years

A MAN who tried to smuggle 
heroin into the country 
inside a battered old Jaguar 
was sent to prison for 21 
years on Thursday. 

Noman Qureshi, 32, of St 
Ethelbert Avenue, Luton, was 
found guilty along with Israr 
Khan, 35, from Bradford, who 
was sentenced to 18 years. 

A third man, Mohammed 
Safder, 43, from London, was 
acquitted. 

The Jaguar arrived on a 
container ship at Lelixstowe 
port packed with heroin 
worth more than £37 million. 

The massive haul had been 
hidden in the vehicle’s bump¬ 
er, wheel arches, central 
console, spare wheel compart¬ 
ment, engine, rear seating and 
behind the dashboard. 

Police found the 316 packets 
by scanning the car with 
X-ray equipment. 

During the trial the jury 
were told that on Sunday, 
December 1 last year the car 
arrived at Lelixstowe port in a 
container ship from Pakistan. 

Prosecutor Gordon Aspden 
said documents prepared by 
a man in Karachi, to get it 
passed through customs, 
stated it was being imported 
to be repaired. 

On Lriday, December 6 


Qureshi drove from his home 
in Bradford to Luton where he 
met Khan, then to Ilford 
where they met Mr Safder. 

The court was told the 
Jaguar had been delivered to 
a repair business in Hayes, 
Middlesex, but before work 
was carried out a driver was 
asked, on the Lriday evening, 
to take it on a low loader to a 
garage in Ley Street, Ilford. 

All three defendants waited 
for the Jaguar to be delivered 
and were “very, very jumpy”, 
said the prosecutor. 

The driver was then told to 
take the Jaguar to Dagenham, 
where Mr Safdar’s brother 
had a garage. 

All three defendants went to 
Dagenham, though Mr Safdar 
had to leave because of bail 
conditions previously 
imposed by the police for the 
alleged theft of a car.

Officers watched as the car 
was unloaded at the garage at 
around midnight. 

But he said Khan and 
Qureshi were ‘spooked’ and 
left the scene, leaving the 
Jaguar, packed with heroin. 

The pair were seen in a 
Vauxhall Zafira at J.30am by 
Bedfordshire Police who 
followed them and after a 
pursuit in Luton, along Austin 
Road, the car was stopped in 
Britannia Avenue and the two 
men were arrested. 

Mr Safder was arrested in 
Lebruary this year.

A CHARITY has expressed 
‘concerns’ over new dog 
orders requiring Central 
Bedfordshire dog owners to 
keep their pets on a leash in 
certain areas. 

From October 19, dog 
owners face an £80 fine if 
they fail to comply with new 
orders set out by Central 
Bedfordshire Council. 

These include failure to 
remove dog mess on any open 
land, allowing dogs off their 


leads in certain areas, failure 
to put dogs on a lead when 
asked by authorised council 
staff and allowing dogs to 
enter areas where they are 
banned. 

However, the Guide Dogs 
for the Blind Association have 
said the orders could create 
difficulties for dog owners. 

Sue Rowen, a community 
engagement officer for the 
charity, said it had written to 
Central Bedfordshire coun¬ 
cillor Brian Spurr asking to 
clarify how spot fines could 
affect guide dog owners una¬ 


ble to read new signs. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The Dog Control Orders do 
include exemptions for 
people with assistance dogs. 

“We consulted with dog 
charities and welfare groups 
before finalising the orders, 
and they are fully behind our 
plans.” 

The spokesman added that 
ensuring dogs are under con¬ 
trol would be benefit all peo¬ 
ple and ‘make Central 
Bedfordshire an even better 
place for residents and 
visitors’.

'24 Hours’ show will 
focus on child abuse

INVESTIGATIONS into child 
abuse cases feature in tomor¬ 
row night's episode of the 
Luton-filmed TV show, 24 
Hours in Police Custody. 

In this instalment of the 
documentary series, DC 
Annie Fowler and DC Selena 
Humphreys provide a 
glimpse of their day job; 
which includes viewing child 
abuse images and films, in an 
attempt to successfully 
prosecute suspects. 

The episode (9pm, C4) 

focuses on a suspected pae¬ 
dophile attempting to abduct 
children on their way home 
from school. 

With the culprit at large, 
cameras follow the Major 
Crime Unit as they lead the 
operation to arrest a third 
suspect following a statement 
from a nine-year-old girl and 
an e-fit description. 

On the work done by 
Bedfordshire Police to tackle 
child abuse, Detective 
Superintendent Karena 
Thomas, explains: “Making, 
sharing and distributing 
indecent images of children 
is a very serious crime. 

“Every indecent image is an 



abused child and as part of a 
global network of law 
enforcement and child pro¬ 
tection organisa¬ 
tions, we work tire¬ 
lessly to seek out, 
identify, arrest and 
prosecute those 
involved with pro¬ 
ducing, distribut¬ 
ing, sharing and 
viewing child 
abuse images.

A NOTHER day and 
another new school 
appears on the 
horizon.

potential chaos. And schools 
don’t just close, like pubs, 
hurting virtually no-one. 
They tend to sink very slow¬ 
ly, damaging the children’s 
education, as well as 
the morale and 
future prospects 
of the teachers. 

This can be 
very painful for 
all concerned 
and should be 
part of an over¬ 
arching 

education plan, 
not in an anarchic 
free-market 
economy style. 

The other issue that is 
rearing its head and further 
complicating a very muddy 
field is selection. 

Free schools and acade¬ 
mies may live or die on their 
Ofsted reports and, even 
more importantly, their 
exam results.

not to accept the difficult 
and the not so bright 
children. 

This is already beginning 
to happen and will obviously 
have the result of showing 
those schools that 
reject, or expel, 
students who do not 
fit the profile, of 
both improving 
their scores, while 
bringing down 
those for compre¬ 
hensive schools. 

So, for a while at least, 

it becomes a self-fulfilling 
prophecy. 

See, we told you Free 
Schools would raise 
standards! 

Improving education for 
the middle and aspiring 
middle classes will no doubt 
be a vote winner, even if it is 
at the expense of the poor 
and less able. 

What it will not do, howev¬ 
er, is improve the health and 
wellbeing of the nation. 

But no-one has ever cared 
about that, have they?

WHAT do you do when life 
makes you unemployed just 
as Christmas is coming up? 

You make marshmallows, 
of course! 

That’s what 34-year-old 
former teaching assistant 
Laura Woods did last 
December and now she’s 
running Mello Mallo, an 
online store selling marsh¬ 
mallows made by hand with 
natural ingredients. 

She is among thousands 
nationwide who have bene¬ 
fited from the government’s 
New Enterprise Allowance 
scheme which is giving 
loans to unemployed people 
looking to start a business. 

So far, the initiative is said 
to have helped 50,000 new 
firms across the country. 

Laura, who lives in the 
town centre, received £1,000 
and from that was able to 
launch Mello Mallo in May 
this year. 

She said: “I found myself 
unemployed just before 
Christmas last year and I 
was aware that there was a 
scheme that would help me 
startup a business. 

“My business idea was to 
make marshmallows and I 
had already made them as 
Christmas presents, and 


people liked them. I have 
always had a real passion for 
food and with marshmal¬ 
lows I can pick the flavours I 
want. All of mine are 
naturally flavoured and I 
currently have raspberry 
and white chocolate drizzle, 
chocolate made from 100 per 
cent cocoa, vanilla and mint 
chocolate chip. 

Laura didn’t get the money 
to start her business easily. 

She had to produce a 
business plan to prove she 
had thoroughly thought 
through her ideas. 

She said: “I needed to have 
a plan with the cost of my 
items and then that was sent 
to some people to look at. 

“So once you have your 
business plan done and you 
had done your research that 
is fine because that’s what 
they want to see.” 

Mentoring was provided by 
Wenta, an enterprise agency 
which works with start-ups 
and established businesses 
across Hertfordshire and 
Bedfordshire. 

Laura said her mentor Paul 
Lee was a ‘great benefit’ and 
gave her ‘experience and 
expertise’.

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Airport planning to 
change flight paths

LUTON Airport has submit¬ 
ted proposals for a new flight 
path for departing planes to 
the Civil Aviation Authority 
(CAA) for approval. 

The airport recently 
finished a consultation on its 
plans to introduce new navi¬ 
gation technology to enable 
planes to follow routes more 
precisely on departure. 

Currently, flights leaving 
the airport to the west follow 
the same path and are 


supposed to stay within a 
Noise Preferential Route 
corridor designed to mini¬ 
mise noise for those below. 

However, the airport said 
this did not always happen as 
planes sometimes stray 
outside this corridor and go 
over densely populated 
northern parts of Hemel 
Hempstead and St Albans. 

It is hoped the new naviga¬ 
tion technology will solve this 
by helping aircraft follow the 
route’s centreline more close¬ 
ly and take them away from 
densely populated areas. 


The new flight path passes 
between Markyate and 
Flamstead, Redbourn and 
Hemel Hempstead, as well as 
St Albans and Harpenden. 

A Luton Airport spokes¬ 
woman said it had worked on 
the changes in ‘close consul¬ 
tation with affected commu¬ 
nities’ and that it would ‘avoid 
as many communities as pos¬ 
sible with a 75 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in the population over¬ 
flown by the current route’.

FOOD REVIEW 

Nakorn Thai Restaurant 
Wellington Street, Luton

FOR the past year I have become partial to 
some Thai street food for lunch, so last 
Saturday I decided to take the plunge and 
have a proper three-course meal at the 
Nakorn restaurant, one of the many 
Thai eateries in Bedfordshire. 

To kick things off, my companion and I had 
a starter selection of marinated chicken on 
skewers, springs rolls, deep-friend corncakes, 
tiger prawns in crispy batter, toasted prawns 
with sesame seeds and a ‘golden parcel’ filled 
with marinated minced pork and vegetables. 

Although it took a disappointing 30 minutes 
to arrive, the dish was an appetising 
well-cooked meat heavy starter with a lot of 
crunch provided by the fried food items and 
shredded carrot salad. 

Mains, which arrived on time, consisted of 
spicy fried rice and crispy fried fish in light 
batter served in a rich curry sauce and lime 
leaves for myself, and stir-fried Thai rice noo¬ 
dles with chicken, prawns, eggs, bean sprouts 
and ground peanuts for my companion. 

The curry sauce slightly overpowered the 
taste of the fish, resulting in an unbalanced 
combination in my opinion. 

However, my companion’s rice noodles had 
the right texture and balance of flavours, with 
her only qualm being the portion was too 
large for her to finish. 

For dessert I enjoyed a very warm and 
sweet deep fried banana fritter with vanilla ice 
cream whilst my companion had scoops of 
vanilla, strawberry and chocolate ice cream.

Dracula movie 
lacks real bite

ASPIRING star Luke Evans, 
notable as Bard in The Hobbit, 
takes on his first lead role as 
Vlad Tepes in Dracula Untold. 

The peaceful rule of Vlad III 
Tepes is threatened by the 
arrival of Sultan Mehmed II 
who demands 1000 boys for 
his army, including Vlad’s son 
Ingeras. 

To save his son and his 
kingdom, Vlad journeys to 
find an ancient sorcerer and 
enters into a dark bargain that 
gives him the power to defeat 
his enemies. 

But there’s a catch - after 
three days he will become 
weak and will have an insatia¬ 
ble thirst for human blood. 

While the film is mildly 
entertaining with decent act¬ 
ing from lead man Luke Evans, 
it might have been best if this 
story had remained untold. 

The story attempts to rein¬ 
vent the iconic vampire by 
touching on vampire lore and 


the historic tales of Vlad the 
Impaler, but does neither any 
justice as it attempts to cobble 
them together. 

Clunky writing and awk¬ 
ward dialogue grind the film 
to a halt and the flimsy story 
does little to get it going again. 

Evans handles both the 
action and the drama well, his 
furrowed brow and intensity 
the film’s only saving graces. 

Set against the stunning 
backdrop of Northern Ireland 
the fight scenes are impres¬ 
sive and special effects that 
turn Vlad into a vortex of bats 
are a great touch. 

But considering the violent 
and bloodied history of the 
title character where is all the 
blood? Far from being a 
grotesque need, the lack of red 
stuff defies the very nature of 
Dracula and makes the whole 
affair rather dull. 

The fangs, fighting and 
bloodlust come together well 
and are even a little entertain¬ 
ing but the film lacks any 
real quality to do the Dracula 
story justice. 

While Bram Stoker is credit¬ 
ed as one of the writers for the 
film, we can only imagine him 
spinning in his grave at this 
latest re-hash.

THREE MAX 


The Ford C-MAX compact MPV has been 
treated to a wash and brush up. Cleaner styling 
and engines are a big draw, with the introduction 
of a Focus-style dashboard and a 1.5-litre diesel 
powerplant that’ll be the big seller here in the 
UK. Refinement has been improved and there 
are a stack of high-tech options to consider. 

The C-MAX was always an easy pick for anyone who enjoyed 
driving. It was by far the best car in its class when showed a 
B-road. Now that the Golf SV is around, that superiority is no 
longer quite so cut and dried, but it’s still a class act. 

Particular attention this time round has been paid to 
improving refinement. Noise, vibration and harshness have 
been improved through the use of thicker side glass and more 
absorbent seals around the tailgate and rear view mirror. The 
engine bay heat shield has been filled with acoustic damping 
material to reduce powertrain noise and diesel variants are 
equipped with extra acoustic seals to further reduce noise 
intrusion. A re-tuned dual mass flywheel helps to reduce 
shaking forces when the engine is under load, while revised 
engine mounts offer improved refinement during 
Auto-Start-Stop operation. 

The star of the engine line-up is the 120PS 1.5-litre TDCi 
diesel engine, seen for the first time in the C-MAX, replacing 
the old 1.6-litre unit. Power goes up by five per cent while 
emissions drop by six points. There are also the multi-award 
winning 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol engines, offered once again 
in 100 and 125PS outputs. The big banger in the range is a 
revised 2.0-litre diesel. 

The design of this C-MAX is evolutionary, with many of the 
details being brought up to date to reflect contemporary Ford 



thinking. 

The dynamic 

styling delivers a stronger, sleeker 
front end, featuring Fords distinctive inverted trapezoidal 
grille. The washer jets have been hidden underneath the 
windscreen to give a cleaner look while the tailgate has 
been given a smoother and more sophisticated one-piece 
appearance. Inside, you’ll find a dash that’s a lot less fussy 
than the previous model, reflecting the customer-led design 
refinements that have already been executed on the Focus. 
There are fewer controls and switches, while the new black 
satin trim and chrome detailing contributes to a cleaner look. 

Functions are simpler to use, such as the air-conditioning 
controls that now feature buttons that are easier to recognise 
and distinguish from each other. Practicality improves too, 
with a redesigned centre storage console. The seats still 
tumble down individually in one motion to create a flat floor, 
with over 470-litres of space with all five seats in place. 

In truth, Ford didn’t need to do a whole lot to the C-MAX to 
keep it right at the head of the pack. The improvements to the 
interior and the big efficiency gains leveraged by the 2.0-litre 
diesel, as well as the introduction of the 1.5-litre diesel, are 
all worthy updates but the overall look, feel and appeal of the 
C-MAX hasn’t been markedly altered. 

Still, the arrival of new entrants into this market, most notably 
the Volkswagen Golf SV, means that if Ford had been content 
to rest on its laurels it could well have seen the C-MAX 
rapidly slip from grace. As it stands, this much improved 
second generation car looks to have what it takes to keep its 
rivals on its toes for some time yet. The more some things

WHISPER it perhaps, but Luton Town are on a 
roll after dispatching Southend without ever 
hitting top gear to leapfrog the Shrimpers into 
the League Two fourth spot. 

Alex Lawless’ sublime curler opened the scor¬ 
ing on 17 minutes with Town’s first shot on 
target before a goalkeeping howler resulted in 
Mark Cullen doubling Luton’s lead on 34 min¬ 
utes for his fourth of the campaign. 

In truth, they had done little in the first half to

Lawless makes a sweet 
return to end ‘nightmare’

ALEX Lawless admitted 
his eight-year wait for a 
Football League return 
had been a “nightmare” 
but has been made all the 
more special for doing it 
with Luton. 

The Welshman finally 
recovered from a ham¬ 
string problem to make his 
first start of the campaign 
and he marked the occa¬ 
sion by scoring the opener 
as Town beat Southend 
United 2-0 yesterday. 

Having made his Football 
League debut for Torquay 
in 2005 Lawless dropped 
into the Conference a year 
later with Forest Green and 
then signed for the Hatters 
in 2010 via three years at 
York. 

After repeated failed 
attempts Luton finally 
achieved promotion in 
style last term but Lawless’ 
wait for a start and a goal 


continued as his persistent 
injury saw him feature just 
once as a substitute in 
September’s defeat to 
Plymouth. 

On his wait for a Football 
League start Lawless said: 
“It was a nightmare and 
highly frustrating but 
you’ve just got to dig in. 

“People have moments 
like that, we all do, and 
hopefully I’m past that.” 

Lawless admitted that he 
feared the Football League 
would elude him, saying: 
“There were times, more so 
after play-off finals when 
they were really hard, but I 
knew how important it was 
to shift that mentality so I 
didn’t dwell on it. 

“There were times I did 
think about it but I tried to 
use it for what it was and it 
seemed to work out and I’m 
just enjoying doing it now 
for Luton. 

“I had a lot of mates who 
were really good players 
who didn’t manage it [play¬ 
ing in the Football League], 
so I was quite realistic 


about it. There are a lot of 
opinions in football and it 
was a matter of getting my 
head down but, in some 
ways, maybe this is just the 
way it was for me. 

“I couldn’t be happier 
doing it now for Luton 
Town.” 

Lawless’ top corner curler 
on 17 minutes was Luton’s 
first shot on target and set 
the tone for a comfortable 
win over the Shrimpers in 
which Mark Cullen also 
notched his fourth of the 
campaign to lift them to 
fourth in the league. 

Asked if his goal was all 
the sweeter after his wait, 
Lawless said: “Yeah, defi¬ 
nitely. If things hadn’t have 
worked out the way they 
had maybe I wouldn’t have 
got the chance to play for a 
club like this in the league, 
so I just count myself 
lucky”
